Washington—(a&C)—The extent to which spiritual care is provided to Catholics in 
the Armed Forces could well determine “the face of Catholicism in the United States” in 
the next decade. 
This point is brought out in the annual report on the activities of the Military Ordi- 

_|nariate of the United States. The Military Ordinariate embraces all Catholics in the Armed 
‘|Forces. The report is signed by His Eminence Francis Cardinal Spellman, Military Vicar; 


Bishop William R. Arnold, Mili- 
tary Delegate, and Bishop James 
H. Griffiths, Chancellor of the 
Military Ordinariate. 


“Inasmuch as it is generally con- 
ceded that Catholics constitute 
about 31% of the Armed Forces,” 
the report said, “this would mean 
that each year the Catholic Church 
in this country has the obligation 
of providing for the spiritual wel- 
fare of 1,147,000 military person. 
nel. Note well that this does not 
signify the total priestly and pas- 
toral obligation of the Catholic 
chaplain for in this country and 
all over the world Catholic chap- 
lains must provide spiritually for 
the wives and families of thous- 
ands of officers and enlisted men. 
This sends the figure up to more 
than 3,000,000 persons. 

“If for the moment we leave 
aside the dependents and speculate 
on the number of 1,147,000 men- 
and women of military personnel, 
it would mean that nearly 11,500,. 
000 Catholics of the United States 
would be affected in the next dee. 
ade. Eleven million persons will

In urgently stressing the need 
for more Catholic chaplains to 
care for the spiritual needs of 
American Armed Forces personnel, 
the report noted not only the num.- 
ber of men and women in the ser- 
vices, but the distant and wide- 
spread places to which they and 
their dependents have been sent. 
It said that “in all the remote cor- 
ners of the earth there are Cath 
olic men and women and their 
children who but a short time ago 
lived in our dioceses and every 
Sunday heard Mass in our parish 
churches. Now that they have 
gone forth to mount the bastions 
of freedom, who is going to offer 
Mass for them? Who ts going to 
administer the Sacraments; teach 
religion to their little ones; pre- 
pare men for death in scores of 
military hospitals? Should these 
good men and women be spiritual- 
ty underprivileged because they 
ave left their homes in a great 
Crusade?” 


The report showed that there 
were 999 Catholic chaplains in the) 


Army, Navy, Air Force and Mer- 
chant Marine in 1952, as compared 
with 3,080 Catholic chaplains who 
were in the armed services in 1945, 
at the close of World War II. And 
yet, the 999 Catholic chaplains 
reported 20,172 baptisms in 1952, 
as compared with the 19,795 bap- 


tisms which nearly three times as. 


many chaplains were able to re-

Protestant support of secularism 
in the schools, Mr. Herberg writes, 
stems from a “negativism and de- 
fensiveness” caused by an exag- 
gerated and mistaken fear of Cath- 
olic “aggression.” 


Asserting that the conduct of 
certain Catholics in places where 
they have won local power gives 
some grounds for such fear, he 
states that “the Protestant reac- 
tion has been far out of proportion 
to any conceivable threat or pro- 
vocation.” 


This fear reaction, he argues, 
has compelled Protestants to sur- 
render intellectual leadership to 
non-religious forces. Their unfor- 
tunate alliance with militant sec- 
ularists has made them uphold a 
theory of education that is not 
only contrary to their own and 
American tradition, but one that 
also has a “marked authoritarian, 
even totalitarian, potential.” 


This theory holds that non-pub- 
lic schools are intrinsically anti- 
social and that they divide the 
people. All children, therefore, 
should be required to attend the 
public schools and no non-public 
school should receive any form of 
public assistance. 

In denying state aid to non-pub- 
lic schools, the author continues, 
both Protestants and secularists 
rely mainly on a false interpreta- 
tion of the Constitution. Their 
claim that the First Amendment 
forbids such aid by erecting a 
“wall of separation between 
church and state” is without his- 


torical or contemporary basis in| 


fact, he says. 

“Absolute separation,” he writes, 
“was never contemplated by the 
Founding Fathers, 1s not written 
into the Constitution, and has 
never been the policy or practice 
of the federal or state govern- 
ments; it is simply the eager 
dream of those who have no pa- 
tience with the traditional faiths 
and desire them replaced by their 
own non- or anti-religious faith.” 

Against the theory that all 
should attend public schools, the 
author cites recent court decisions 
upholding the right of parents to 
send their ichildren to the school 
of their choice. This right, he 
adds, “lies at the foundation of any 
tenable conception of constitu 


tional democracy and the limited

Secularism, A Danger 


A few years ago the Catholic 
Bishops of the United States wrote 
| a joint pastoral in which they com- 
mented on and denounced “Sec- 
ularism.” Since that time much 
has been said on the same subject 
by Protestant churchmen, For in- 
stance, the Rev. Harrison Ray An- 
derson, of Chicago, Moderator of 
the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States, denounced secular- 
ism at the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church. 

But he also expressed his satis- 
faction that “the Church is on the 
march and is winning through.” 
This is only true in the sense that 
there are more church members 
listed by the various sects than

Love makes the difference. It was more than nails 
and cords and ropes that fastened Our Lord to the Cross; 
these He could have broken at any moment; it was rather 
his, obedience to His Father’s Will and His desire to pay 
our debt for sin that kept Him riveted more than steel. 


When anyone sacrifices his first raise in salary, or sae 
rifices the price of a new tie or a new handbag, or doés with 
out a dessert, or cuts into his capital in thanksgiving for bless- 
ings, he is crucifying himself. All sacrifice hurts; giving alone 
does not hurt. It is the love associated with sacrifice that 
makes us fellow suffers with Christ. 


If we merely asked you to give, we would help the 
Missions, but we would not help you. It is not only the 
Chinese and the Burmese we seek to aid, but you. In 
vain will we introduce the Africans and the Japanese to 
the Cross, unless that introduction comes through our own 
“fellowship with the sufferings of Christ.” It is absolute- 
ly impossible for us to have Our Lord’s gladness without 
also having His sadness. If we refuse to prolong His Re 
demption to the Mission lands, if we refuse to make a sac 
rifice, if we seek to escape His Cross, we are like a man 
who would want to be deaf in order not to hear discord, 
or like a man who would want to be blind in order never 
to gaze on ugliness. If we loved you less, we would never 
ask you for sacrifice; if we loved the Missions less, we 
would never be able to say God Love You for your sacrifice.
